3. 180 Pond Road — IWW bank stabilization — Application (IWW# 1059-R1-19) of Penfield
Jarvis R.O., Gregory Hunt P.E., requesting approval of an Inland Wetlands and Watercourses
Permit to conduct certain regulated activities which may have an adverse impact on a wetland
and watercourse area (Woodridge Lake). The applicant is proposing the stabilization and
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reinforcement of approximately 120 feet of eroded shoreline with approximately 3 cubic
yards of 3/4” crushed stone and 6 cubic yards of rip rap. The proposal also includes the
resetting and repair of approximately 155 feet of an existing stone wall along the shoreline.
Work is proposed during the drawdown period of Woodridge Lake. (Submitted for IWWA
receipt on April 1, 2019.

All
impervious surfaces are temporary and will be returned to grass upon completion of the
renovations to McGovern dining hall.
